MIAMI— A hijacked 
Boeing 747 “jumbo Jet” 
with 221 passengers aboard, 
held overnight in Havana, 
was further delayed yester- 
day by the arrival at Jose 
X Marti Airport of Soviet Pre- 
mier Alexi N. Kosygin.
